Report from Callao — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Status of 
plague in Peru — Smallpox in Lima — Plague in Iquigue, Chile. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gutierrez reports, October 19: 
Week ended October 17. Three steamships were fumigated. They 
carried an aggregate personnel of 203 members of crews, 87 cabin pas- 
sengers, and 88 steerage passengers. 

The following is the latest report on plague in Peru, received from 
the Director de Salubridad publica: 
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Since my last report only 1 case of plague has occurred in Callao. 
No new cases of smallpox have been reported in Callao. In Lima 
there are 8 cases of smallpox in the lazaretto. Bills of health for 
Chile report 1 case of plague, October 6, in the lazaretto at Iquique. 



PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Report from Manila — Status of cholera in Manila and the provinces — 
Disinfection of transport Sheridan on account of cholera — Inspection 
of vessels. 

Chief Quarantine Officer McClintic reports, September 29 and 
October 6: 

Week ended September 26. There were during the week 314 cases 
of cholera, with 184 deaths, and 4 cases of smallpox, with 1 death in 
the city of Manila. 

During the first of the week the cholera epidemic seemed to reach 
its maximum, there being 59 cases reported September 20, but since 
that date the number of cases has gradually decreased. 

The bureau of health is taking very energetic steps to stamp out the 
disease, and with a large force of men is using large quantities of 
formalin, carbolic acid, and lime in disinfecting the infected districts. 
Eesults of their campaign are already becoming manifest by the large 
decrease in the daily number of cases, and, furthermore, the virulence 
of the disease is decreasing, as is evidenced by the dimishing mortality.
